FORMER S. KOREAN SCORES CENTENARY OF KOREA-U.S. TREATY

[Text] Pyongyang, September 30 (KCHA)-—-Cho Hon-Yong, director of the Secretariat

Diplomatic sources said yesterday that this DPRK action has become traditionel 
in those countries where President Kim Il-song is interested in blocking trade 
relations with South Korea. The Panamanian Government evidently has been having 
good trade relations with South Korea in the past few years. 


However, LA PRENSA could not confirm one accusation that "DPRK communist agents” 
are engaged in subversive international activities: training Mexican guerrillas, 
infiltrating Costa Rican university sectors, and “smuggling opium and liquor in 
European countries, among others." 


The complaint was made: “We fail to understand how the DPRK communists have 
been able to establish themselves in Panama and act as if they are a diplomatic 
mission without our government's official approval.”

And it is said that electric clubs each of which can knock down over ten people 
at a time are to be used. 


‘lready long ago, a special prison with an accommodation of 7,000 was built in 
an island. The exact location of the prison is not known, as the prisoners are 
blindfolded when they are taken there. Most of its prisoners die or contract 
schizophrenia. Those detained in the prison are mostly political prisoners. 
The magazine continued: 

The era of violence, the season of tortures, continue. 


The tortures are not for questioning but for intimidation. 


We hope that those rumours will get widely afloat among the people to rouse the 
people of all strata, the students in particular.

PROBLEMS IN STRUGGLE POR DEMOCRATIZATION ANALYZED 
Tokyo GEXKAN SHAKAITO in Japanese Aug 81 pp 173-181

in Korea”) 


[Text] More than a year has elapsed since the shocking Kwangju incident took place 
and the Kim Tae-jung trial ended. It is now being publicized that the foundation 
of the Chon Tu-hwan regime is being consolidated rapidly in terms of internal and 
external affairs. 


It cannot be denied that same progress has been made in strengthening the foothold 
of the Chon Tu-hwan regime in light of the following events: the holding of the 
nations] referendum for constitutional revision and the establishment of 4 new crs- 
stitution of the ROK (23 October 1980); the Reagan-Chon Tu-hwan talks (2 February 
1981; Washington); the holding of a presidential election in compliance with the 
new constitution and the election of Chon Tu-hwan (25 February 1981); and the hold- 
ing of a National Assembly election in campliance with the new covstitution and 
the emergency of the Minju Chongui Party or Democratic Justice Party as the sumber 
one party (25 Merch 1981). 


However, one gust admit that the following criticiems point out the fundamental 
weaknesses of the Chon Tu-thwan regime: 


“Was the national referendum for a constitutional revision, in which voters were 
compulsorily mobilized by means of various violent forces in a terrorist atmosphere 
in which saceive massacres took place under an emergency martial lew, really 4 re- 
flection of the people's will? 


“How is it that the political system which was cooked up in conformity with the 
taste of the Chon Tu-hwan fascist group, in which all political activities are 
banned, is ‘a new democracy’? 


“Chon was able to become presidet by ignoring the wishes of the absolute majority 
of the people for a direct election and simply having an electoral group, which was 
a tricky copy of the Unification Chuch"’e Wational Council of the Yusin dictator~ 
ship regime, elect his president. Ween't this because he was afraid of the judg- 
ment of the people?” 











This was part of “the amtifascist democratic declaration on the current situation” 


issued at an antigovermsent rally staged by approximately 1,000 Seoul National 
Uriversity students on 19 March 1961. 


The national referendum for a constitutional revision was held by seans of a terror- 
ist atmosphere and the compulsory sobilization gears which were set up by the 
emergency martial lew, and the election of Chon Tu-bwan as president came about by 
means of the indirect election method designed by Chom hiuself only to benefit hiz- 
self. These facts alone are enough to expose clearly the essential weaknesses of 
the Chon Tu-bwan regize.

The fact iteelf that the students unceasingly out an antigovernment struggle 
offers forceful evidence exposing the instability of the Chon Tu-hbwan regine. 


According to reports of the Education Ministry authorities submitted to 
Goverment on 3 June 1961, from 17 May 19860, when the Chon Tu-bwan was 
launched, up to the present, a total of 10 demonstrations have been staged at seven 
universities, including Seoul Bational University, Koryo University, Yonse Univer- 
sity, Thwa Women's University, and Songgyun'gwen University; there have been « 
total of 23 instances of handbills containing declarations or statements being dis- 
tributed at 16 universities and a totai of 52 instances of propaganda handbills be- 
ing distributed at 36 universities and colleges. 


However, these figures are conservative. The actual figures are greater. As for 
Seoul National University, on 11 December 1980 some 400 students leunched an 
goverment demonstration; they shouted “Down with President Chon Tu-hwan! 
issued an “antifascist student comrades struggle declaration.” In 1981 t 

been the above-mentioned 19 March demonstration and a three-day demonstration held 
27-29 May (each of these demonstrations was on the scale of about 1,000 partici- 
pants). On 27 May 1981, a Seoul Mational University student (Kia T’se-tun) who 
shouted for the ouster of the Chon Tu-hwan regime, committed suicide by jumping 
from a school beilding; this gave rise to the three-day demonstration. 


In his reply at the National Assembly session held on 3 June, Education Minister Yi 
Kyu-ho pointed out: “The recent student incidents have been characterized by the 
fact that the grievance factors a@m the part of students are more complex than be- 
fore, that resistance and distrust have become inherent in their movement, and that 
assertions of some of the students are becoming leftish. Whereas student distur- 
bances in the past were based on concrete political fesues, recent ones have been 
characterized by a clear ideological posture sanipulated by behind-the-scemes 
forces.” ( TONGA ILBO, 5 June) 


The main grounds for such observations are: 1) such words as antifascist and 
compradore capitalists are being used; 2) the incumbent government is regarded as 
their enemy, and they are trying to overthrow it by means of violence; and 3) the 
main forces of revolution are workers, farmers, students, and intellectuals, and 
the objective of struggle is the current regime. These seem to be the factors 
that appear when the demands and assertions of the student struggle are analyzed. 
(TONG ILBO, 4 June) 
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Such a sustained evolvement of the studenc struggle is based on the following funds- 
mental understanding of the situatian: 


“After all, what traitorous group emerged from among the bayonets after mercilessly 
trampling upon all the passionate zeal for democratization following the 26 October 
incident (incident in which Pak was shot to death)? It was the incumbent fascist 
political group headed by Chon Tu-hway. The Chon Tu-hwan group, succeeding the 
fascist dictatorship of Pak Chong-bui, instigated the 12 December coup d‘etar, in- 
stalled a sore vicious dictatorial regime, and thereby safeguarded their existing 
rights with bayonets. Purthermore, they carried out the 17 May coup d'etat to 
trample to the ground the nationwide democratic resistance--the nationwide demo- 
cratic struggle launched by conscientious intellectuals, men of the press, sen of 
religion, politicians, and students—elong with a great aumber of labor disputes, 
including the Sabuk struggle. 


“Alas! How can we forget the dark crimson blood shed by sany Kwangju citizens 
along Kumnam Street?" (above-mentioned Seoul National University students’ “anti- 
fascist democratic declaration on the current situation"). 


Retrogressive Revision of Labor Laws and Worlers Struggle 


Purthersore, students were driven to resist the Chon Tu-twan regime's various 
measures designed to suppress the student sovement. Typical of such measures was 
“the graduation quota syste.” 


This unheard of system is to work as follows: the college admission quota will be 
increased by 30 percent in the 1981 college admissions and thereafter, for the pro- 
fessed reason of “eliminating the examination hell"; however, a number of students 
equal to the increase will be dropped by the time cf graduation. In other words, 
the entrance is widened but the outlet is narrowed co what it has been. Thus, 
those students who take part in activities critical of the government will not be 
able to graduate. This system is clearly designed to seal off the student sove- 
ment by intimidation. However, this system has. on the contrary, contributed 
greatly to an increase in backlash student resistance, it is observed by the writer. 


It may be in dealing with workers that the real nature of the Chon Tu-hwan regime 
has been shown in a clear-cut fore. ’ 


On 30 December 1980 the Chon Tu-hwan regime announced that five labor laws would be 
put into effect on 1 January 1981. The four existing labor laws--the Labor Stand- 
ard Law, the Labor Union Law, the Labor Dispute Settlement Law and the Labor Com- 
mittee Law--were revised in a retrogressive way. And a new law, called the Labor- 
Employer Council Law, was enacted. 


The central aim of the revision of the labor laws was as follows: labor-euployer 
relations, which were previously dealt with mainly by means of the labor union 
mechanism, including the Foceration of Korean Labor Unions and the Industrial Labor 
Unions in one way or another, will from now on be handled sainly by seans of labor- 
employer councils which are to be organized at every business enterprise; and 
thereby the basic rights of labor unions and the workers directly related to the 
unions and their activities will be thoroughly suppressed. 











A labor-employer council, regardless of the activities of labor unions, will be 
established at every business enterprise with an equal representation ratio for 
labor and for management. It will be designed to improve productivity, promote 
the welfare of workers, carry out the education cnd training of workers, prevent 
labor disputes, and handle the grievances of workers. 


Thus the labor union system has been changed from the previous industrial labor 
union system to a business enterprise labor union system; and om the pretext that 
probiems arising in labor-employer relations are now to be settled by means of those 
parties concerned within the business enterprise, that is, the labor-employee coun- 
cil, a unified bargaining channel and the exclusion of outsider, third-party 
interventioa in the bargaining have been laid down by law. 


Furthermore, the requirements for the establishment of a labor union have become 
complicated. Previously, a labor union could be established by as few as two per- 
sons, but, now, after the recent revision of the law, a labor union may be estab- 
lished only when tore than 30 workers of the business enterprise or more than one- 
fifth of the total number of workers agree to its establi: hment. 


Another point which draws attention is that the government agencies’ intervening 
power has been strengthened. Now it is legally possible for a government agency 


to issue an order to repeal or change regarding illegal or improper articles in 
the agreement reached as a result of collective bargaining. 


Finally, the restrictions on labor disputes have been made tighter: a wholesale 
ban has been imposed on labor disputes in the state, local self-governing commun- 
ities, and state-operated business enterprises and defense industry business enter- 
prises. Furthermore, even in the case of ordinary business enterprises, labor dis- 
putes launched in places other than the business enterprise concerned are now 
banned. 


To summarize: 1) thoroughgoing attempts to weaken labor unions and the labor move- 
ment in terms of functions, requirements for establishment of a union, a union's 
solidarity with outside supporting forces, or a union's activities in places other 
than the business enterprise concerned; and 2) attempts to strengthen the power of 
capitalists and a government agency to influence labor. 


In the days of the Pak Chong-hui regime, more than two workers could establish a 
labor union if they wished; labor unions played an important role in settling labor- 
management problems, though in form only; labor unions could launch labor disputes 
outside their own business enterprise—the struggle of the workers of YH Trading in 
the summer of 1979 was an example. Comparing today's situation with that of the 

era of the Pak regime, one can see easily how the labor law has been revised in a 
retrogressive way. 


a disbandment order was zerved to the Ch'onggye Clothing Workers Labor Union in 

the name of the mayor of the city of Seoul, and on 22 January the office of the 
union and its workers’ classroom were closed down by force. This incident was 
nothing but part of the Chon Tu-hwan regime's policy of suppressing the labor move- 
ment. 
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The Ch‘onggye Clothing Workers Labor Union was organized in November 1970 as a 
union of the small business enterprises in the P*yonghwa market. It succeeded as 
a result of the will of the late Chon T'ae-il, who burned himself to death in an 
appeal for the guarantee of the legitimate rights of workers. Its history is part 
of the history of the Korean labor union movement of the 1970's. The Chon Tu-hwan 
regime disbanded such a union with a single administrative order of disbandment, 
despite the fact that it had made tremendous achievements while representing over 
2,000 clothing workers. 


The workers of this labor unior launched a struggle to protest against such a dis- 
bandment order on the evening of 30 January at the office of the Korean brance of 
the Asian-American Free Labor Union Organization in Seoul in the form of a sit-in. 
An appeal made public at the sit-in said in its final paragraph: “The first step 
toward democratization is to guarantee the rights of workers who represent the 
absolute majority of the people. WNational construction can only be based on 
humane treatment of workers. The Seoul city authorities must immediately withdraw 
their disbandment order and restore the original status of the Ch‘onggye Clothing 
Workers Labor Union. The bad labor law must be abolished, and the rights of labor 
must be guaranteed.” 





All of the 21 men and women workers who took part in the sit-in were arrested. One 
of them was Chon T'ae-sam, brother of Chon T’ae-il. The workers’ sit-in was the 
first since the Chon Tu-hwan coup d‘etat of May 1980. It must be regarded as very 
significant in that it was the first open counterattack by the workers against the 
Chon Tu-hwan regime's policy of suppressing the labor movement. 


Confusion in Democratization Movement and Its Cause 


These struggles by the students and workers point to a development in which the 
fundamental weaknesses of the Chon Tu-hwan regime are bringing about a further 
stepping up of the strong power rule. 


Nevertheless, a development that is drawing attention is that some of those who 
were heretofore taking part in the democratization camp are now saying that “the 
Chon Tu-hwan regime is in any case better than the Pak Chong-hui regime” and have 
begun to openly take a stand in support of the Chon Tu-hwan regime. 


For example, the case of former president Yun Po-son, points to this. On 18 March 
he visited the office of a candidate of the Democratic Justice Party, who was 
running for a National Assembly seat and who was formerly the chief secretary to 
Yun, in order to give support to the candidate's campaign. Yun told reporters dur- 
ing his visit: "What we need most urgently now is stabilization"; "In order to 
meet the current situation, when we are suffering from rising prices internally, 
while externally we face the difficulty of coping with the North's military super- 
iority, we the people must overcaye such domestic and foreign troubles by achieving 
cohesion and unity"; "Since its inauguration, the Democratic Justice Party has com- 
mitted some mistakes but these were not sotivated by any vicious or deliberate in- 
tentions"; “In the past the Pak Chong-hui regime closed the path of dialogue with 
the people, so the opposing forces could not help launching a struggle against it. 
However, if the Chon regime opens an avenue of dialogue with the people to listen 
to their voices, the opposing forces do not need to launch a struggle or become op- 
position parties.” (TONG 'LBO, 20 March 1981) 








Nevertheless, assertions like these will not be effective in persuading those who 
are well versed in the aggravated situation of the Korean workers under the Chon 
Tu-hwan regime. Such conversion phenomena have shown some gains against the demo- 
cratization movement at home and abroad, in which, it is said, some confusion is 
being generated. Why is it then that such a phenomenon has emerged? The 1 May 
1981 editorial of the HAEOE HANMINBO OF OVERSEAS KOREANS WEWS, a paper published 
by an overseas Korean, provides us with some hints regarding this; it points out: 


"As we see it, following the 26 October incident the year before last, there was 
some change in the Korean democratization movement in the United States-—to be 
precise, same confusion. One must frankly admit that there have been some draw- 
backs (in the movement) since the 17 May coup d'etat last year. 


The causes of this, first of all, are: a miscalculated view of the development 
that was loaded with optimism and expectations toward “the Korean spring" during 
the period from 26 October to 17 May; and frustration caused by the 17 May suppres- 
sion-to-death of the democratization movement. 


"Second, the division and disintegration, which had contimed to develop even before 
the current conversion trend, became even worse from the time of the 17 May develop- 
ment on, and some people have been drawn into that trend. 


"Third, one may think, as another cause, of a weariness caifged by the protractedness 
of the movement and the failure in achieving a clear-cut effect and fruition de- 
spite a long struggle.” 


This is a brief analysis of the recent confusion and drawbacks in the Korean demo- 
cratization movement abroad, and in particular, in the United States. However, it 
does give an important clue to understanding the complicated phenomena which have 

developed recently in the overall Korean democratization movement. 


Among the three causes cited above, the first and second may also be applied to 
the democratization movement in Korea. 


In the face of the incident of the shooting to death of Pak Chong-hui, the announce- 
ment of the schedule for a correction of the strong power rule in the name of poli- 
tical development--namely a definite democratization, and the implementation of the 
schedule--some people in the camp of the Korean democratization movement came to 
entertain exaggerated expectations and optimism regarding “the Seoul spring.” 

These people failed to understand the reality that those who took charge of the 
transformation of the situation were not the popular masses but the forces of the 
existing regime, and that even “the political development” was nothing but a framed 
one called forth by the leadership of the military, the actual holder of political 
power, although the main background motives of the incident of the shooting to 
death of Pak were the exposure of contradictions within the Yusin dictatorship re- 
gime in all fields of politics, governacnt and economy; and the enhancement of the 
antigovernment struggle of the people. Therefore, it is not surprising that such 

a miscalculated optimism was driven to frustration by means of the Chon Tu-hwan 
coup d'etat, and the Kwangju major suppression and the Kim Tae-jung trial that 
followed the coup d'etat. 











As for the second cause, the Chon Tu-hwan regime's policy of disintegrating the 
democratization movement became more and more sophisticated while the regime was 
selecting as its central elements some of those who were estranged during the 
Pak regime era as well as personages of mass communications circles. 


Furthermore, it may be necessary that one cite here the impacts of the changes of 
policies in the United States. 


It was obvious that the moves of the United States, which realized the limits of 
the Pak Chong-hui regime, were largely projected on “the political development” 
that followed the incident in which Pak was shot to death. However, in late 
December 1979, when the Afghanistan problem emerged, U.S. policy under the Carter 
administration already came to revise its major direction. In other words, the 
United States, which had its hands full with the Iran problem which had been de- 
veloping for a while, now came to be faced directly with two major international 
disputes and so it turmed to take a stand of averting by all means developments 
that might turn Korea into "a third area of dispute." Thus the United States 
came to attempt to stabilize the situation in Korea by supporting Chon Tu-hwan 
and others who became new power holders in Korea; and such policy revisions as 
this became more «nd more obvious when the Reagan administration emerged. Thus 
it happened that attempts were now being made to strengthen and bolster~the Chon 
Tu-hwan regime openly. 


It is obvious that such a change in U.S. policy had a great impact on some people 
who had joined the camp that was engaged in criticism of the government, and who 
were proud of being no less, if not more, pro-U.S. and anticommunist than the 
government side. 


Attempts by the Student Movement To Review the Struggle 


The leaders and wajor activists, including Kim Tae-jung, of the democratization 
movement, who were arrested at the time of the Chon Tu-hwan coup d'etat and were 
tried at courts-martial, were sentenced to live imprisonment or other penal punish- 
ment and are now in prison. Judging from this fact and the phenomena of conversion 
cited above, one can understand that the Korean democratization struggle is now 
faced with a grim situation. 


How is it that such a grim situation was brought about? What measures will have 
to be taken to break through the deadlock the Korean democratization movement is 
now facing? 


Attempts to review fundamental problems and tackle new problems are now being made 
by the student movement in order to map out these measures. The “antifascist stu- 
dent comrades struggle declaration" announced at the campus demonstration staged by 
the Seoul National University students on 11 December 1980 may be regarded as typ- 
ical of these attempts. 


The declaration is made up of four parts: 1) “Who are our enemies and whai is 
their essential nature?; 2) "What are the reorganized enemies conspiring to defend 
their existing rights?; 3) "What should we learn from the May struggle? and 4) 
“How should we launch struggle?" 
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Our attention is drawn above all to a summation review of the struggle launched 
in May 1980 when the fight between the proregime group and the antiregime group 
reached its climax in “post-Pak" Korea: 


"What is the ultimate task of our movement? In a nutshell, it is to establish a 
unified nation in which the masses are sovereign. 


"In concrete terms, it is to score a great victory in the struggle of the masses 
in which the workers, other working masses including farmers, and progressive and 
vanguard-oriented intellectuals, whose fundamental rights even to life are being 
denied by the exploitation system, will organize themselves into a single group; 
the foreign forces and domestic compradore ruling forces will be exterminated; 

all conditions of division will be eliminated; and ultimately the unification of 
the masses of the nation will be effected. This is a process of long and difficult 
struggle assigned to our nation. 


"The period of commotion ranging from the second half of 1979 to early 1980 should 
also be reviewed calmly as part of the means of carrying out such a great task. 
The beginning of the year 1980 meant: to the ruling forces, the building up of 

a more solid ruling power system; to the forces which were estranged during the 
Yusin administration, the grasping of ruling power; and to us, the establishment 
of a democratic system and a constitutional foundation which would guarantee the 
struggle of the masses. Howrver, we failed to keep our eyes on these fundamental 
objectives in the process of she actual development of the struggle.” 


First, we failed to understand clearly the enemies’ essential nature and condi- 
tions. Second, we failed to overcome the formal democracy in its substance and 
thereby alienated ourselves decisively from the masses. Thi:d, ~he masses of stu- 
dents failed to display effectively their total strength. Thus the struggle re- 
sulted in nothing but the limitations experienced by the 1970's student movement 
in its ideology and fighting capacity. 


"The factors of not being oriented toward the masses and irresponsibility which 
characterized the whole movement of the 1970's revealed themselves as lessons to 
be learned in the failure in the Kwangju resistance struggle and the success 

scored in the 17 May coup d'etat. The Kwangju resistance struggle is our masses’ 
declaration of blood, a proposition regarding the whole movement of the 1970's 

that the current enemies could not be annihilated without the organized forces of 
the masses participating with those in charge of the struggle who accepted the 
rapid development of the content of the struggle and who held the main leadership.” 


The ultimate task of the Korean democratization struggle, including the student 
movement, is the establishment of a unif.ed nation in which the masses are 
sovereign; even during the period of commotion after the incident in which Pak 
was shot to death, it was necessary that such a stand be firmly maintained. How- 
ever, in the process of actual development of the struggle, such a fundamental ob- 
jective was lost sight of; the essential nature and conditions of the enemies vere 
not grasped; and the mistake of decisively alienating the masses was made. The 
failure of the Kwangju resistance struggle and the success in the 17 May coup 
d'etat are related to these mistakes. The Kwangju incident clearly showed us the 
decisive importance of the organized forces of the masses. This is a brief 








review. What draws attention is that this review covers the whole movement of the 
1970's. In other words, this literature represents an attempt to make an overall 
review of the Korean Administration of the 1970's. 


The declaration goes on to set forth the direction and tasks of the struggle to be 
launched from now on. 


As for the direction of the struggle, “it is a full-fledged antifascist struggle 

in which the broad federation of the masses of the people are to annihilate the 
compradore fascist ruling group." The main force of the antifascist struggle mst 
be the working masses, who would become the core of the unified nation. However, 
under the present conditions in Korea, such conditions are not maturing. Thus the 
role of the immediate propelling force must be played by the student movement, it 
is asserted. And the declaration goes on to say that the student movement, charged 
with such a role, must be expanded quantitatively and enhanced qualitatively. It 
sets forth the following tasks: 


Prospects of the Struggle in the 1980's 


l. The strengthening of the capability to understand the working masses correctly, 
of the capability to launch a struggle together with them, and of the fighting 
capability. This must be implemented by means of analysis and actual examination 
of the social and economic contradictory structure in Korea. 


2. The quantitative expansion and qualitative deepening of the student movement. 
3. Unceasing struggle. 


4. Renunciation of the struggle outlook advocating the demonstrations are supreme. 
Demonstrations must be used most effective)y from the overall [two characters in- 
distinct] of all the tactical factors, including the demonstration itself. There- 
fore, there must be concentration om the task of developing all kinds of tactical 
factors that would serve these purposes. 


Meanwhile, the declaration, in a chapter dealing with “who are our enemies and 

what is their essential nature?," sets forth “our obvious enemies" as follows: 

"The compradore ruling power at home which is desperately defending the system of 
fundamental exploitation against the enveloping attack of the masses; the compradore 
monopoly capitalists, compradore bureaucratic group, and compradore military." 
Furthermore, it states clearly: “Can the United States, which is supporting the 

new fascist regime, be an eternal friend of ours?"; "If Japan simply acts as an 
agent of the United States and does not take a stand of trying to understand cor- 
rectly the demands of the Korean people, it will not be able to avoid the arrows 

of our struggle." 


Such a review and setting forth of the problems by student movement circles will 
contribute greatly to shoring up the Korean democratization struggle from its cur- 
rent temporary difficulty and enhancing it anew. 


What should be regarded as significant above all is the fact that the review points 
out that there has been no extablishment of a sufficiently clear unified masses’ 
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outlook or no firm holding of such an outlook; and that there has been an alien- 
ation of the masses and materialization of the bases on the part of the current 
regime. This is of significance in that the review points out the fundamental prob- 
lems arising in the Korean democratization struggle. It should also be of signifi- 
cance that the review emphasizes the serious lack of a clear-cut understanding of 
“the enemies’ essential nature and their conditions." Furthermore, it is of 
significance that the review sets forth the first task that should be implemented 
from now on as follows: “To strengthen the capability of correctly understanding 
the working masses and of launching struggle together wita them, to strengthen the 
fighting capability," and to reinforce the struggle with analyses of the social and 
economic contradictory structure of Korea. 


These issues are very closely interrelated. In other vzords, the lack of under- 
standing of “the enemies’ essential nature and their conditions” will invariably 
allow one to lose sight of the fundamental objective: "The establishment of a 
unified nation in which the masses are sovereign.” One can perhaps understand this 
clearly simply by seeing that the idea and attitude “of supporting the Chon Tu-hwan 
regime because it is better than the Pak Chong-hui regime” is not compatible with 
the stand advocatin<e the establishment of a unified nation in which the masses are 
sovereign. 


One can understand easily why the review sets forth the first concrete task to be 
carried out to overcome the current deadlocked situation--a correct understanding 
of the working masses by means of analyses of the structural contradiction of 
Korean society, and the strengthening of the capability of launching struggle to- 
gether with the working masses--when on* understands the following propositions: 
"One of the causes of the still insufficient achievement in the human liberation 
movement in our society is, I believe, that our efforts still are not being made 
logically enough. This is tantamount to saying that our efforts are not masses- 
oriented enough." (Paek Nak-chong, “Seeking the Logics of Human Liberation™) 


This has been a brief review of the conditions and tasks with which the Korean 
democratization struggle is currently faced. 


One can safely say that, if various efforts are stepped up on the basis of the 
unified masses-oriented outlook, which has not been firm heretofore, and which may 
now be firmly established by means of taking advantage of the steadily deepening 
economic crisis and the aggravation of the structural contradictions of Korean 
society, the Korean democratization struggle will undoubtedly be freshly enhanced 
in the 1980's.

PROBLEM OF ASSEMBLYMEN'S ELECTION DEBTS EXAMINED

[Text] The “proper relationship bet.een politics and money" is an old issue in the 
political world, but of late the se+~ch by assemblymen for an “escape from monetary 
devastation" has become more serious in several ways. Examples include fund raising 
events for party members, talk of raising the annual allowance, and the taking of 
second jobs. Many assemblymen are hard pressed, and it is obvious that the many 
assemblymen who incurred election debts are in the most pain. It has been almost 5 
months since the election and the assemblymen have not yet recovered financially; the 
fact that this is one of the factors behind their dissatisfaction cannot be hidden. 
What is the actual situation of election debts and prospects for recovery? 


Assemblymen are reluctant to talk about debts. Besides being embarrassed, they are 
also concerned about prestige and credibility; there is also the point that their 
debts will not tally with the election expenses reported to the election committee, 
so there is a tendency to hush-hush debts. 


While it is inevitable to have indebted assemblymen no matter which party, it is a 
fact that there are more in the minority parties. 


In the case of the Minjon-dang, there are few with election debts, but since neither 
the paity nor the individuals say anything, it is impossible to determine the number; 
political circles estimate that 30 to 40, or about half of the Hanmin-dang assemblymen, 
7 or 8 from the Kungmin-dang, and 5 to 8 from Uijongtongu-dang are surely in debt. 


There are few indebted Minjon-dang assemblymen, because it chose, on the basis of 
potential for being elected, wealthy local entrepreneurs for its candidates and 
because it received aid from all sides by virtue of being the party in power. 
Assemblyman L. of Seoul, who had been the secretary of a powerful person, received 
greater “contributions” than expected and had money left over after the elections. 


Right after the elections there were some assemblymen who admitted to debts ranging 
from 20-30 million to hundreds of millions of won, but now they say that over time 
they have in some way or another resolved their problems so that for most only a 
few-million-won debts remain, hardly a major probles. 
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Those assemblymen who still say that debts are affecting their lives are mostly 

old politicians, former journalists and former bureaucrats. Assemblymen J., who sold 

his home to provide election funds, is still moving from one rented house to another, 

while Assemblyman P., who said he had about 40 million won in debts, has plans to sell 
his single family home and move down to an apartment. 





Assemblyman L. of South Ch‘ungch'ong says that although he owes a lot for printing 
and gasoline, his creditors, mostly his friends, have not pressured him so that his 
main burden is that of the heart; he also says that the 2 million in local party aid 
was a big help. Assemblyman K. says that besides 5 million in interest-free loans, 
all that is left is a bill for food eaten by some unknown persons. Assemblymen P. 
of North Kyongsang, who distributed books to every family and home in his district, 
has the books as his biggest debt, and he held a publishing commemoration after the 
election in hopes of raising funds, but he is umable to take care of all his debts. 


After Assemblyman H. drew heavy criticism with his appeal that “parties should pay 
election debts" in the May General Assembly, the Minjon-dang assemblymen have rarely 
spoken openly about election debts; especially in relation to the stated line of 
realizing a clean government, when the actions of certain assemblymen became a problen, 
discussion of debts ceased within the party. 


The most depressing topic of discussion for assemblymen belonging to the Minhan-dang 
is election debts. 


This is because about 70 percent of the 58 district representatives have debts of 
from 5 million to 50 million won. 


In the case of A°semblyman A., 10 million of his 32 million debt is in bak lo loans 
while the remaincer is private debt. Therefore his monthly interest alone is over 
600,000 won. The interest is no greater only due to the fact that part of his debt 
is a no-interest loan from a friend. 


He laments that after deducting the interest from his salary, there is little left 
to spend and explains that he could not make it without the help of a few friends. 


There is also the story of Assemblyman S., who put off paying for meals during the 
election, so that the restaurant owner sent a statement of the situation to an 
opposition party. 


The case of Assemblyman K., whose interest alone is 1.5 million and whose salary 
is not enough to cover it, is typical. 


Even his 14 P'yong modern home is collateral for 5 million won. 


He says that even in the case of the passenger car bought for hiw by his friends, 
he paid only the down payment and used the rest to pay interest. 


Assemblyman J. is living in a two-room rental for 2.5 million won in key money; he 
states that his debts are 20 million won, his interest payments cre 400,000 won per 
month, and even his mortgaged land belongs in fact to his wife's family. 


Assemblyman K. of Seoul, who states that he has 70 million won in election debts, says 
that the phone calls which come at 5 in the morning or at midnight are the most 
worrisome. 
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Reelected assemblyman are said not to have election debts, but Assemblyman L. of 
South Ch'ungch‘ong has debts of 17 million, Assemblymen L. of South Cholla 20 million, 
anc Assemblyman K. of North Cholla 1 million won. 


Even among the nationwide assembiymen who were not up for election, Assemblyman L. 
is busy paying 90,000 won in interest on the 30 million he put into election 
contributions. 


Also, 2ven though they suffer from debts, those who won the election are much better 
off than those who lost. 


Committee chairsan A. of North Ch'ungch'ong said that after selling his home he was 
left with 35 miilion of an original 52 million in debts, while the election debts 
of committee chairman S. of South Ch'ungch'ong are over 100 million. 


In addition, the situation of the losers is such that we cannot give them all as 
examples. 


Assemblymen with debts often live in rented homes. Ten of them, such as S. of Seoul, 
C. of Kyonggi, H. of Kangwon, K. of North Cholla, L. of South Cholla and K. of North 
Kyongsang, all must rely on rented homes, while five or six men like S. & H. of Seoul 
are planning to dispose of their current homes and move to rentals. 


The Kungmin-dang has comparatively few assemblymen suffering on “a pile of unbearable 
debt ." 


For this party, only Assemblyman Kim Won T'ae is rumred to be suffering from debt, 
and while a few other assemblymen have debts ranging from 40 million to 100 million, 
it is said that it is only a problem of time as they sell their assets to pay off 
their debts. 


Assemblyman K., who has only a party post, has a debt of nearly 100 million, with 
interest of over 2 million per month; in order to pay this, he has put up for sale 
his apartment and his Kangnam land (valued at 150 million). 


Also, Assemblyman L., who has 50 million in debts, said that since all his creditors 
are his wife's friends, he merely turns his 1.5 million salary over to his wife as 
interest money and that he has put up for sale the apartment he had prepared for his 
son. 


Assemblyman L. publicly stated that the money he borrowed from relatives and friends 
in his district 2-3 million at a time totalled 20 million, and that as in the saying 
"Dunning grows more severe when there is no hope for reelection” it is difficult to 
both pay off the debts and take care of the district. 


With the manifestation on all sides of the difficulties of not only the indebted 
assemblymen but also of those assemblymen running in the red, the argument for 
improved treatment has surfaced and is attracting attention. 


First, the argument for a salary increase has reappeared, as have various debts 
such as gasoline assistance, increased secretarial staffs, exemption from postage 
and communications fees, health insurance and resurrection of temporary salary 
increases. 











The assemblymen hoping for improved treatment are of course nearly all those without 
other sources of income. 


Those assemblymen holding concurrent posts who can be regarded as having other sources 
of income total 107, but those with positions providing real financial support account 
for only 80, or less than one-third of all assemblymen. 


Therefore, the most reliable plan to surface is that of providing concurrent jobs 
for assembiymen. 


The Minjong-dang line on concurrent position activation which would provide or 
encourage positions for assemblymen with no sources of income outside their assembly- 
man posts a plan for killing two birds with one stone, is that it agrees with the 
basic line for operation of the National Assembly and it could prevent the degradation 
of the assemblymen's prestige. In anticipation of the possibility of criticism of 

the “secondary job transformation of assemblymen" in this case, the Minjong-dang 
seems to be thinking of showing by actions the principle of “assemblymen first, 
concurrent post second.” 


The Minjong-dang also says it is “prepared to provide jobs" even for opposition party 
assemblymen, and in such a case there is no doubt that the money problem would be 
improved. 


An assemblyman such as L. spoke frankly: “Rather than being an assemblyman as I am 
now, wouldn't it be better for my sister and her husband if somebody just gave me 
a job?" 


The big problem is the opposition parties’ response to this. Since the opposition 
parties have already rejected a proposal for joint management of an assistance group 
on the grounds that it would compromise their integrity as the opposition, it is 
difficult to conjecture how they might accept this.
